Etta Molloy, an adopted daughter of 
Mrs. Emma Molloy, testified that Cora 
Lee, Emma Lee and herself were all at 
home and elept in tbe same bed the 
night that Sarah Graham was murdered 
and her body thrown into the deep well, 
about one-fourth of a mile from the 
honse, where it was discovered some five 
months later. 
The first she knew of 
Graham's return was when he knocked 
on the window and awoke all three at a

took 
them out to the farm. Tte witness 
knew nothing of Sarah Graham coming 
with Graham to this city. 
She thonght 
Graham told the truth when he said that 
he and his first wife had never been re- 
married after they were divorced and he 
showed a certificate of divorce before he 
and Cora Lee were married. 


Emma Lee, who is another adopted 
daughter of Mrs. Molloy, and a sister of 
Cora, corroborated Etta Molloy's testi- 
mony. 
She is quite a handsome young 
lady of seventeen years, and passed 
the rigid cross-examinatton without a 
break.

Heavy Snow Storms Prevail Throagh- 
out tbe 
East and Impede 
Railroad Travel. 


WASHINGTON, January 26.—Indiana, 
warmer, fair weather, followed by snow. 


BOSTON, Jan. 26.—The reports this 
morning from various points in INlain, 
New Hampshire and Vermont, state 
that the heaviest snow storm for years 
prevailed all night in most places and it 
is still snowing. 
Travel is greatly im- 
peded. 
Many trains are entirely sus- 
pended and highways are practicably 
impassable. 


Up to 11 o'oloek to-day no trains had 
passed over either division of tbe Boa- 
ton and Main railroad.

him in. 
When

reached St Louis no messenger was to 
be foxmd, and it was not until the box 
was opened that 6^rimshaw's plight was 
known. 
The robbers' had completely 
cleaned out the car. 
Grimshaw was 
arrested and conducted to the South- 
ern HotcL 
He was suspected of being 
implicated in the robbery, and his 
story of the affair was discredited, it 
being maintained that it was impossi- 
ble for a person to remain locked up in 
a tight box as long as he claimed to 
have been there. 
Almost in despair 
Grimshaw finally sent for a physician 
with whom he was well acquainted and 
isked his advice. 
He was told that if 
he had remained in the box the length 
of time he claimed, he could do so 
again, and by doing so would give cre- 
dence to his statement concerning the 
affair. 
Grimshaw accepted the advice 
and getting into the box remained 
there not only tlie full length of time but 
twenty minutes longer. 
He was then 
released, but for two years he wag 
watched by detectivea 
The robbers 
were afterward captured and made a 
full confession aud he came out of the 
iflfair so well vindicated that he has 
ever since been one of the most trusted 
emi^loyes of both tbe United States and 
Pacifiii KxDress Companies.

Prot«AtloB'a Whit« Slav«*. 


The principal argument of the pro- 
tected manufacturers for a high tariff is 
that it enables them to pay big wages to 
itheir employes. Leaving out of consider- 
ation the fact that they don't pay better 
wages than employers In unprotected in- 
dustries—and in many Instances not as 
good—and also the fact that their tm- 
ployes are lar^ly cheap Imported for- 
eigners, there is another signlflcant dis- 
proof of their pretensions which has been 
more often overlooked by those taking 
issue with them on this question. That is 
the large and increasing proportion of 
poorly paid women and children with 
whom they crowd out higher priced male 
labor simply because they can hire women 
and children at wages for which men will 
not work. 


Carpet manufacture employs 20,871, 
and of these 10,267, or more than one- 
half, are women and children. Cotton 
manufactures employ 162,542 operatives, 
and of this number 112,794, or more than 
one-half, are women and children—18,218 
of the children being under 15 years of 
age. Tn hosiery and knit goods there are 
28,885 hands employed—21,865, or more 
than two-thirds of them, women and 
children. Mixed textiles employ 48,878 
hands—25,902, or considerably more than 
one-half, women and children. 
Paper 
manufactures employ 21,422 hands—8,2^, 
or more than one-third, women and chil- 
dren. Silk manufactures employ 81,837 
hands—21,962, or over two-thirds, women 
and children. Woolen manufactures em- 
ploy 86,504 hands—89,526, or nearly one- 
half, women and children. The wool hat 
Industry employs 6,470 hands—2,348 of 
them womeu and children. 
Worsted 
goods employ 18,083 hands—12,868, or 
two-thirds of them, being women and 
children. 


These are all highly protected indus- 
tries, and to all who know tbe slavery in 
which these women and children eke out 
their existence such figures are more elo- 
quent than any comment w© could make 
upon them.—Louisville Courier-JoumaL 


Cut Down the Emergency Taxes. 


Senator Brown, of Georgia, presents 
but half the truth In his resolution recit- 
ing that the internal taxes were imposed 
in an "emergency" caused by the war, 
and declaring that they should now be re- 
pealed. 


The expenses caused by the war did not 
cease with the war. To the war account 
must still be charged $44,500,000 for in- 
terest on the public debt, and $80,000,000 
for pensions. These items together just 
about equal the receipts from internal 
taxes. The ground taken in the Demo- 
cratic national platform is the true one— 
that these taxes upon luxuries and in- 
dulgences should be devoted to meeting 
the war expenses to which they are due. 


The emergency taxes that should be re- 
pealed are those for which the occasion is 
past. 
Thirty per cent, of the present 
tariff is distinctively a war tax, voted 
neither for revenue nor for protection; 
but, as Thad. Stevens and Mr. Morrill 
both said in the house, as a "compensa- 
tion to manufacturers" for internal taxes 
on their products that have long been re- 
pealed. 


Let the war tariff on necessities be cut 
to meet the emergency of the surplus 
which it yields.—New York World. 


Henry Watterson Suggests. 


Mr. Randall says incessantly to Mr. 
Carlisle, "you and I can make a bill." 
Very well, say we, and very w^ell will the 
party say. Any bill on which Mr. Carlisle 
and Mr. Randall can agree will be ac- 
cepted by the country. Let it be the 
Carlisle-Randall bill by all means, or, if 
that sounds better, the administration's 
bill; let it be discussed in caucus until it 
be perfected and adopted unanimously; 
then let it go to the house for all the dis- 
cussion the Republicans may want, and, 
when everybody has had his say, let us 
pass it, and stand upon it as the tariff 
plank in the next national Democratic 
platform. It may suit nobody. But we 
can not hope to get a bill which will suit 
everybody, and half a loaf being better 
than no bread, it will give us at least a 
start in the right direction.—Louisville 
Courier-JoumaL 


A False Claim. 


It is claimed, however, that a reduction 
of the duties would lead to an increase of 
revenues 
by stimulating importation. 
This allegation has been made every time 
the tariff has been reduced, and has be«& 
as regularly disproved. In 1846, when 
the average tariff was lowered from 88 
per cent, to 25 per cent., the revenue fell 
from $26,000,000 to $23,000,000, and hx 
1857 a 20 per cent, reduction of duties 
caused revenues to fall from $63,000,000 
to $41,000,000. 
In both cases there waa 
a reaction in ensuing years, but it was 
fully accounted for by the increase 
In wealth and the growth of pop- 
ulation. 
The 7 per cent, reduction 
of the tariff in 1^3 caused revenues 
to fall from $214,000,000 to $195,000,000 in 
1884, and $181,000,000 in 1885. When an 
excessive tariff is reduced factories are 
not closed and American consumers left to 
import their goods from foreign countries, 
but American manufacturers accommo- 
date themselves to the new scale of duties 
and continue in business at the old stands. 
Nor are wages reduced. The hard fact of 
record, both in this country and in Eng- 
land, is that as duties are thrown off the 
price of labor actually rises, and the cus- 
toms revenues after a reduction in the 
tariff only increases in proportion to the 
growth of population, which is 3 per cent, 
a year compounded.—Chicago Tribune. 


The Old Battle Cry. 


How ridiculous it is for the Republican 
organ to set up the old howl about the 
"Confederate horde" in congress! If pa- 
triotism does not suppress the cry, consist- 
ency and common sense should. To apply 
this epithet to southern members of con- 
gress twenty-three years after the end of 
the war, and in view of the help eagerly 
accepted by the Republicans from all the 
"rebel brigadiers" who would purchase 
complete amnesty by joining their party, 
fs a silly exhibition of impotent spite. 
What was the war for, if not to bring the 
"Coufederate horde" back into the Union 
and to compel its members to resume 
their duties and privileges as citizens?-.-

accustomed alcoholic indulgence. 
War 
tariffs are simply injurious stimulants, 
which exhilarate 
but always injure, 
weaken rather than strengthen, and ex- 
pose the body politic to barm instead of 
giving protection. 
Strong, hearty men 
may stand three or four nips a day with- 
out great harm, but twelve to twenty are 
ruinous, and the drams should be reduc^, 
no matter how much the patient J^ay pro- 
tesk^Chicago Tribune.

"The business must be placed in the 
process of ultimate extinction every- 
where. One nation in earnest can set all 
the needed machinery In motion. Let us 
build our navy, outlaw the liquor traffic, 
declare it piracy when conducted on the 
high seas and suppress it with shot and 
shell. 
It Is worse than the trade in 
slaves. Capture or sink every ship that 
carries the contraband article and give it 
to the waves. No netion will long con- 
tend for this traffic against the sincere 
and aggressive action of the American 
people. 


"Let America take her position. Ah I 
if we were only in possession of our own 
government! If we were only in earnest 
ourselves! Then what might we not do 
next?" 


If this Is Mr. Blair's programme, the 
American people may well thank fortune 
that Mr. Blair and fanatics like him are 
not yet in possession of the government. 
No wilder, crazier writing than this has 
ever come from the pen of any politician, 
not to say any senator, of the United 
States.

"Heads, I Wlnj Tails, Ton Lose." 


The great iron firm of Carnegie & 
Brothers, which has been so often put 
forward as the great exemplar of pro- 
tected prosperity, is today pleading pov- 
erty vrith its employes. A business which 
has afforded a royal living for its man- 
agers, which has enabled them to build a 
palace in Pennsylvania and to restore a 
ducal estate in Scotland, is now claimed 
to be so unremunerative as to demand a 
reduction in the wages of the workmen. 
E'resh from entertaining Blaine as the ex- 
ponent of the protection policy and writ- 
ing pamphlets in which are depicted the 
great advantages which American labor 
derives from that policy, the head of the 
firm has met a request for an increase of 
6 per cent, in wages by the presentation 
of a scale which decreases the present 
rates paid some 15 per cent. 


Of course there is the usual talk about 
the low price of pig iron and the high cost 
of production, and the men are asked to 
take the heaviest end of the decline on 
themselves. When the btisiness was coin- 
ing money the fact was kept in the office, 
and the only indication of it was the lav- 
ish manner in which that money was 
spent by the heads of the concern. Now 
the men are told of the community of in- 
terest between employers and employed, 
and they are asked to share an economy, 
while the employer retains all of the ac- 
cimiulations of the former prosperity.— 
Trenton True American. 


"A Hit—A Palpable Hit!" 
Senator Sherman demonstrates to his 
i own satisfaction that taxing a mortgaged 
, farm in Kansas to support the manufact- 
j urlng establishment in the east, whose 
j proprietor holds the mortgage on the

j In labor saving and productive inventions 
i and improved methods have passed since 
j 1860—and one person, working a new 
! appliance, is turning out three times as 
1 much product now as one person could 
; then, but, of course, this has nothing to 
• do with the cheapening of commodities in 
; the Ohio senator's opinion. The protec- 
tive system has done it all.—St. Louis 
1 Republican. 


A Liberal Bepublioan View. 


It the duties were reduced one-half, or 
$54,000,000 per annum, so as to furnish a 
fair proportion of revenue and at the same 
time protect manufacturers against whole- 
sale importations of foreign articles, the 
relief given to the farmers in the price of 
goods would amount to $150,000,000 or 
$200,000,000, and to other consumers fully 
as much more, thus taking off a total bur- 
den of $300,000,000 or $400,000,000 and 
greatly promoting the general prosperity. 
The present duties are so unreasonably 
high that such a change could be made, 
and there would stiJl be left duties high 
enough to protect American markets from 
being flooded by the cheap goods of free 
trade countries.—Chicago Tribune.

THE FRENCH NURSE. 


Mar Cavser as Qaean at tlM Household. 


A B^cognlted and EzpenaiTe Indostry. 
Her first care is to jvoYlde for her own 
Infant, which she farma <mt to some ao- 
qnaintance Bimilorly aitaated, and who, 
for a small compensation, undertakes the 
caro and nourtehment of two, or even 
three, babies at the same time. By dex- 
terously supplementing her maternal food 
rapply with potatoes, bouillon and cow's 
or goat's milk, this brevet mother man- 
ages to feed her duplicate or triplicate 
charge; but ordinarily the little ones have 
a hard time of it. 
If the v live it is only 
to inherit a life of toi aiid privation. 
If they die, what matte ? lA.nd they do 
die in such numbers tha ^tistics show 
that of the farmed out cMidren of France 
less than 40 per cent, live to reach the age 
of 6 years. 


Thus 
emancipated 
from her own 
trouble, the nurse enters upon her career 
as queen of the household. She appre- 
ciates the importance of her role and is 
not slow in compelling the entire family 
to recognize it. Her wages are not only 
nearly double those of the cook or cham- 
bermaid, but she is precious and must be 
tenderly nourished and cared for. She 
can eat only the choicest food. She must 
have her regular sleep and not be agitated 
by scolding or fault finding; otherwise 
the effect might be disastrous to the baby. 
She must have abundance of fresh air, 
and nothing is so exactly to her mind as 
gossiping with other nurses and their 
military friends under the trees in the 
park or public promenade on pleasant 
afternoons. 


She is the one servant in the establish- 
ment who «aniTQt be discharged for any 
misdemeanoiif' and replaced by a substi- 
tute, and she'ff akes the utmost profit out 
of this circY^itP-nce. 
Her exactions are 
specific and cori^ded by custom so old as 
to have almost d e force of law. When 
the baby is christe^d she is entitled to a 
liberal present of Ifeney; when it cuts its 
first tooth she expects another; when it 
walks alone or articulates its first word 
the event must be celebrated by a sub- 
stantial gift to the nurse, who has de- 
veloped these manifestations. If she be 
thoroughly competent and knows her 
trade well, she has come into service in 
her shabbiest clothes, so that madam, 
who cannot bear to have her infant ex- 
hibited in the arms of a slattern, has had 
to supply the divinity of the nursery with 
a presentable wardrobe. 


It is thus that the nursing of children 
in France has become not only a recog- 
nized industry, but so expensive withal 
and so troublesome as to lay a serious em- 
bargo upon the reproductive capacity of 
the people. In that country, where labor 
is cheap and opportunities for acquiring 
wealth comparatively few, the keynote of 
all domestic life, especially in the prov- 
inces and among tiglFlaboring classes 
everywhere, is ecoci^» 
While people in 
easy circumstances deprecate large fam- 
ilies of children by reason of the restraint 
and trouble they entail, the peasant and 
operative classes dread the advent of a 
baby on account of the expense which it 
must involve. 


"We love children," say many of these 
poorpeopl"," but how can we afford so 
costly a luxury?" 


Such are the elements of the vital 
problem in France, against which all the 
elaborate machinery now being invented, 
admired and talked about in Paris can 
have only a very limited influence. The 
difficulties are too deep to be reached by 
nursing bottles, hobby horses or bath 
tubs.—Philadelphia Times.

8T0R1E8 OF THE A8T0RS. 


OoMip About tha Biebsst Family la 
America. 


[Special Correspondepoe.] 


NEW YORK, Jan. 19.—Whenever gossip 
of a truthful charactei relates to Ameri- 
cans, whose great wealth or intellectual or 
Other achievements have established a 
strong individuality, it Is always a subject 
of common interest. 
This is especiaUy 
true of the Astors, a family that has been 
identified with the growth of New York 
and always distinguished for its conserva- 
tism. 


John Jacob Astor, the originator of the 
American family of that name, came to 
this country about the same time as the 
Lorillards, the famous tobacconists, but 
felt himself rather above them in the so- 
cial scale, by reason of the fact that his- 
father in the old country was a butcher, 
and therefore a wealthier man than most 
of his neighbors. 
He was a sharp trader 
and the closest kind of an economist all 
his life, and was amassing a fortune even 
while he and his children were living iu 
such humble quarters that the tax gath- 
erer passed them by almost in contempt. 


His knowledge of the butcher's trade, 
doubtless acquired before leaving home, 
made him a judge of skins and furs, and, 
keeping the run of the fashion as to colors 
In furs, for texture in the old times was 
not so much a matter of consideration aa 
now, he selected the best when he bought, 
and, having paid for them, was not too 
proud to carry the bundle home upon his- 
back, notwithstanding the proposal of the 
importer to deliver them free of expense. 
"Oh, no," said John Jacob on one of these 
occasions; "I do not question your hon- 
esty, but if I leave these furs here to be 
packed and senc to me later in the day 
some friend of your clerk may come 
along, pick out the best of the lot and 
substitute an inferior article; 
then I 
should lose $3 or $3 by the exchange Oh, 
no; I'm not proud, and I'll carry the bun- 
dle myself." 


William B., the father of the present 
John Jacob Astor, was educated in this 
close and calculating school. 
Even in 
early youth he was inspired with notions 
of the strictest economy, and above all 
with the idea that the growth of New 
York was as inevitable as the revolution 
of the sun. The oldest inhabitant scarcely 
ever saw William B. in a carriage during 
the lifetime of his father. 
He invariably 
walked—an inherited peculi||ity, by the 
way, of his descendants, a»ough they 
are pedestrians from higher "otives than 
economy, and it is said by tL, se who re- 
member him that he passeu the cross 
streets as if he felt sure of losing his life 
in the attempt. A stranger noting this 
timidity, Inquired his name, and being 
told, observed that he must be a china 
Astor, he seemed so fearful of being dam- 
aged. 


Old John Jacob had another son who 
bore his own name, but of whom few of 
this or the previous generation have ever 
heard. Ho was well educated, and until 
about his 30th year gave great promise of 
becoming a distinguished man. His in- 
tellect then suddenly failed, and he forgot 
even the letters of the alphabet. 
He was 
more than six feet in height, a ad pos- 
sessed of greater personal beauty than 
any other member of his family; but, be- 
coming unmanageable, was placed on an 
elegaut estate near the foot of West Four- 
teenth street, in charge of a Dr. Fair- 
bank, and he could frequently be seen fol- 
lowing the physician about more like a 
faithf^ dependant than the heir to vast 
possessions. 
In the' doctor's hands he 
was always docile, but even in hLs 40th 
year he was unable to do more than com- 
prehend some of the simple lessons con- 
tained in a child's primer. 
Although 
fond of the book, he rebelled when the 
powers of memory were overtasked. His 
father provided liberally for the mainten- 
ance of his "unfortunate son," as he 
called him in his wUl, and the poor fellow 
died some twenty years ago without hav- 
ing regained his intellect. 


When John Jacob, the eldest, btiilt and 
finished the Astor house, the rents of the 
stores on the grotmd floor were so much 
greater than any others in the neigbor- 
hood—they were $1,000 a year—that the 
old man, fearful that the tenants would 
be unable to pay the amount, frequently 
visited and lectured them on the necessity 
of industry and economy. 
Some of those 
"¿hops" have since r e n ^ for ^8,000 per 
annum, and the tenants grew rich at that. 


It is currently believed that the present 
John Jacob's investments in paper se- 
curities are nearly all made in the se- 
clusion of the back parlors of The Farm- 
er's Loan and Trust company, where no 
mortal eye save that of the boy president 
of that institution sees what enormous 
amounts of accumulated 
wealth are 
monthly stowed away. 
It is reported 
that ihe o^TIS upward of 5,000 first 
class buildings, and any quantity of 
vacant 
land 
in the city of New 
York 
and 
its 
adjacent 
suburbs, 
and that he can buy and pay for addi- 
tional property wdtth a million of dollars 
each month in the year and still have 
enough left to meet the expenses of house- 
keeping. 
But, as I said, the business is 
transacted in such a manner as to attract 
the least possible public attention. The 
Astors have apparently lived as if they 
expected sooner or later a people's revolt 
against the monopolizing of houses and 
lands, and believed the first victims would 
be 
those who are the richest in this 
world's goods. 
When that time comes, 
however, the present John Jacob wiU at 
least make a good fight, for he is a brave 
man, and during the war showed that he 
had no fear of bullets or aversion to the 
smeU of gunpowder. 


It is to be said of the Astors that, while 
they live well and in excellent style in 
their homes, they have always conducted 
themselves with extreme quietness and 
modesty in their intercourse Avith the out- 
side world. Their accumulations of real 
estate are made without flourish of 
trumpets and they will buiJd a dozen or 
two pofiderous nine or ten storj' edifices 
in the most valuable part of the city, and 
never jiermit themselves to b« seen doing 
more than glancing at the flue structm'es 
as they tower heavenward.

A well known artist gave me some en* 
rlous information the other day regarding 
the sources from which the colors one 
finds in a paint box are derived. 
Every 
quarter of the globe is ransacked for the 
material—animal, vegetable and min^al 
—employed in their manufacture. 
From 
the cochineal insect are obtained the 
gorgeous carmine, as well as the crimson, 
scarlet and purple lakes. 
Sephia is the 
inky fluid discharged by the cuttle fish 
to render the water opaque for its own 
concealment when attacked. 
Indian yel- 
low is from the urine of the camel. Ivory 
black and bone black are made out of 
ivory chips. 


The exquisite Prussian blue is got by 
fusing horses' hoofs and other refuse ani- 
mal matter with impure potassium car- 
bonate. It was discovered by accident. 
In the vegetable kingdom are included the 
lakes, derived from reots, barks and gums. 
Blue black is from the charcoal of the vine 
stock. 
Lampblack is soot from certain 
resinous substances. 
From the madder 
plant, which grows io Hindustan, is manu- 
factured Turkey red. 
Gamboge com«® 
from the yellow sap of a tree, which the 
natives of Si am catch in cocoanut shells. 
When biarned it is burned sienna. Raw 
Umber is an earth from Umbria, and is 
also burned. 


To the.se vegetable pigments may proba> 
bly be added India ink, which is said to be 
made from burnt camphor. The Chinese, 
who alone can produce it, wirt not reveal 
the secret of its composition. 
Mastic— 
the base of the varnish so called—is from 
the gum of the mastic tree, indigenous to 
the Grecian archipelago. 
Bistre is the 
soot of wood ashes. Of real ultramarine 
but little is found in the market. It is 
obtained from the precious lapis lazulis, 
and commands a fabulous price. 
Chinese 
white is zinc. Scarlet is iodide of mer- 
cury, and cinnabar, or native vermilion. 
Is from quicksilver ore. Luckily for the 
health of small children, as my friend the 
artist remarked, the water colors in the 
cheap boxes usually bought for them have 
little or no relation chemically to the real 
pigments they are intended to counter- 
feit.—Picayune. 


Invention of a Secretary's Wife. 


Mrs. Whitney, the wife of the secretary, 
when she went to Washington, promptly 
Invented one of the greatest labor saving 
devices in existence, and she hasn't taken 
out any patent on it, either. 
She calls 
this invention "the professional visitor." 
The heaviest duty falling upon a woman 
in 80ci«ty anywhere, but more particup 
larly in Washington, is that of making 
calls. 
A wife of one of the ministers has 
on her own day an average of 600 callersw 
They live at the four points of ihe com- 
pass, and when the day is done there is a 
mountain of pasteboard in the card re- 
ceiver in the hall, which no tired hostess 
has any time to look over and balance 
with her visiting book. But the young 
woman who is hired for this purf»o8e ar- 
rives just about the time the last caller 
departs, and carries off the pasteboards 
^and the visiting book. 
When .she returns 
'next day the latter is carefuMy balanced, 
all new names and addresses neatly in- 
scribed, and on two or three type written 
sheets are grouped the names of all the 
people who live near each other or have 
similar days for being at home, and with 
this list in her carriage the cabinet lady 
can economize tremendously both in time 
and labor in returning her calls. 


Sometimes the young woman, who is 
generally a pleasant, presentable person— 
a lady in reduced circumstances—under- 
takes the work of going and strewing 
these pasteboards about town when her 
employer is too tired or busy to make her 
own calls; but when she can, Mrs. Whit- 
ney endeavors to do this work herself.

This is especially 
true of the Aston, a family that has been 
identified with the growth of New York 
and always distinguished for its cunserra- 
tism. 


John Jacob Aitor, tbe originator of the 


American family of that name, came to 
this country about the same time as tbe 
Lorillarda, the famous tobacconists, bnt 
felt himself rather above them in tbe so- 
cial scale, by reason of the fact that his 
father in thu old country was a butcher, 
and therefore a wealthier man than most 
of his m-Uhbor*. lie was a sharp trader 
and the ckis«*t kind of an economist all 
his life, and was amassing a fortune even 
while he aiul his children were living In 
such bumble quart*r» that tbe tax gath- 
erer parsed them by almost iu contempt, 


His knowledge of the bntrber'a trade, 


doubtless acquired before leaving home, 
made him a judge of skins and fora, and, 
keeping tbe run of the fashion as to colors 
In furs, for texture in tbe old time* was 
cot so much a matter of consideration as 
now, he selected the best when be bought, 
and, having paid for them, was not too 
proud to carry the bundle home upon his 
back, notwithstanding tbe propnealcf the 
Importer to deliver them free of expense. 
'Oh. no," aaid John Jacob on one of these 
occasions; '-I do not question your hon- 
esty, but if I leave these furs here to be 
packed and sent to me later in the daj 
some friend of your clerk may come 
along, pick out the best of the lot and 
substitute an Inferior article; then I 
should lotte $2 01 $.J by the exchange Oh, 
no; I'm not proud, and I'll carry tbe bun- 
dle myself." 


William a, the father of tbe present 


John Jacob Astor, was educated in this 
close and calculating school. Even In 


•ly youth be was inspired with notions 


el the strictest economy, and above all 
with the idea that tbe growth of New 
York waa as inevitable as the revolution 
of the nun Tbe oMest inhabitant scarcely 
ever MW William B. In a carriage during 
the lifetime of his father. lie invariably 
walked—an inherited pecnli.**.ty, by tb* 
way, of bis descendants, a^iough they 
are pedestrians from higher ^Aive* than 
economy, and it is said by t-^se who re- 
member him that be passec the cross 
streets as if he felt sure of losing his life 
In tbe attempt. A stranger noting this 
timidity, inquired his name, and being 
told, observed that he must be a china 
Astor, he seemed so fearful of being dam- 
aged. 


Old John Jamb had another son who 


bore his own name, but of whom few of 
this or the previous generation bare ever 
beard. He waa well educated, and until 
about his 20th year gave great promise of 
becoming a distinguished man. Ills in- 
tellect then suddenly failed, and he for-got 
even the letters of the alphabet. He waa 
more than six feet In height, ....d pos- 


of greater personal bcanty than 


any other member of his family; but, be- 
coming unmanageable, waa placed on an 
elegant estate near tie foot of West Four- 
teenth tirect, in charge of a Dr. Fafr- 
bank, and he could frequently be seen fol- 
lowing tbe physician about more like a 
faithful dependant than tbe heir to rast 
pussesatom. 
In the' doctor's hands he 


was always docile, but even In his 40th 
year be wax unable to do more than com- 
prehend some of the simple lewons con- 
tained In a child't primer.

fond of the book, he rebelled when the 
powers of memory were overtasked. Ilia 
father provided liberally for the mainten- 
ance of bis "unfortunate ron," as he 
called him In his will, and the poor fellow 
died Home twenty years ago without har-

flnisn«d the Astor bouse, tbe rents of the 
stores on the ground floor were so much 
greater than any others In the ncigbor- 
hood—they wen $1,009 a year—that the 
old man, fearful that the tenants would 
be unable to pay the amount, frequently 
Tlsited and lectured them on the necessity 
of industry and economy. Some of those
